Tho grand craoial teat to which Iho 
BtroDgtli of parties wtis to bo snbmitted 
during tho soBBion of Ibo Federal Par- 
liamont jaat concladed waa tlio TreiUy 
of Washington, Tlio oxchnngoarecoivod 
by last mail enablo na more fully to 
roaijzo tho oruBhlng dofuat Bustained 
by tho dts.Loyal OppOBilion on that 
' question. It will bo romomborod that 
the Beoond reading of tho Treaty Bill 
■was carried by 121 to 55. A carefui 
analysis of the voto rovealB some 
intorcstinff points, Ontario EcndB 
eighty-two mombere,' of whom eevonty- 
eight wore present at tho main division^ 
' of tbae forty-four voted with the G^ov- 
ernment^ and lhlrty«four Bgaln8t» leaving 
a majority of ton for tho Treaty. Qao- 
bee Benda sixty»fivo members, sixty 
one of whom voted, forty-livo for Iho 
J3illj and sixtoon against, giving a 
majority of twonly-nine tor the Treaty. 
Nova Sootift (mpsl" directly uflfootod by 
the Treaty) has nineteen membors, 
fifteen of whom voteri, thirtooo for 
and two ugaiust tho Treaty, giving a 
majority of eleven iu favor ot tho Bill, 
New Brunswiolr, with thirioon out ot 
herfitleon morabors present, gavo the 
Government a mojority of seven. 
Manitoba had three of her four members 
present, and tho three went, for tho 
Bill, British Columbiu'a six members 
■were all present^ and gave a solid vote 
for tho Treaty I Thus we find the 
Province moat intereatad in the Treaty 
and presumably best able to judge of 
its true mcritSj going nearly unanimons- 
ly for it, while tho Provinco least af- 
fected by it gives Ibo largest vote 
against it. But thoro is another 
feature' of the Oatario vote notwithoat 
political interest and B\gnificaQCo; It 
muBt have been hnmiliating to tboGrit 
leaders to find that out of eighty-'two 
members representing constilaeneiea in 
theboiibod of GriliamjOnly thirty-four 
could be induced to go into tho Oppo- 
sition lobby upon the great test 
question of the session. This speaks 
well for the loyalty and commou-sento 
of Ontario; and shoald go far towards 
redeeming its reputation from the stain 
of G'ritism. Aud British Columbia ? 
W^o ore proud of hor. Not one of her 
repreBentativee was misBiDg ; and every 
man did bis duty. Keferriog to this 
matter^ tho Hamilton Spectator, a 
moderate Conservative journal of high 
Btandingj says : — Wo do not wondor 
that, with these figures before thorn the 
Opposition party of Ontario stand 
aghast and are oompletoly demoralized, 
nor that their terror Is not decreased 
when they are confronted with tho fact 
that if every member of ttio Hoase had 
been present and voted tho result 
would no tj probably, have been any 
more favorable. Tho absent seB number*" 
edfour from Ontario, four from Quebec, 
four front Nova Sooila, two from Now 
Brunswick and ono from Manitoba. If 
every one of thOBo had been present and 
voted wlih tneOpposition, as they assu- 
redly would not have done, there would 
still have boon a majority lor the G'ovs 
ernment from every Province. A more 
complete defeat than this could scarcely 
bo desired.' But it was notaloQO upon 
tho Treaty Bill that tho Grila were dos- 
tined to drink tho bitter oup of their 
own folly aud iniquity. They did not 
ventare quite so pronounced an oppoBi- 
tlon to the Paoifio Eailway Bill; but 
they harrassed the ffovernmeni as mnch 
as they dared, and they were foiled at 
every step. And Sir Francis Hincks' 
Budget) with Its four million surpluB, 
was Bcarcfaly loss crvshiug; Last year^ 
when criticising tho Budget, the Grit 
leader took to his habit of prophcsyiDg. 
He told tho country that this year 
Parliament would most certainly be 
compollod to iucroaHO tho Ousloms 
Tarill'by at least, live per cent, all round, 
makingita twenty por oent tarili inBtoud 
of fifteen por oent. Wei', what happen- 
ed 1 lo the faoo of that startling pror 
diction, redoctiona woro mado ropro- 
Bontlog a surrender of a million and a 
half of rcvonno, and still Sir Franois 
has been enabled to moot tho Mouse 
wllh a surplus of nearly four millions I 
And the duty is taken offtea and coffee I

-lo the absenoe of HU Worship the Mayor 
'Qba^eillor McMillan was called on t5 act as

bT Ball Leigb, Hayvfard and Daok, 

* ' The Ohairman alter pointing DOt that ihe 

object of iha meeiiBR wae a question which 
waa grearty agitated, said ho was quiio 
, uaexpeufcjdiy called upon to fill tbe poaiiion 
' he held and h»d not made &Dy preparaiion. 
After the appointment of Mr. VVai. Laigh 
68 Seoiciary, the Ohairman called on Mr, 
Abington lo aJdteas the Daeatiog. 

Mr Abington, whoj was received witboheere, 
aaid tha queitioa of emigration never ab- 
florbad so much attunliou in England as at 
the proiBOt momont. Thure was a tima wban 
ii was estartained only by the labourioK 
c'laBses or by those in bad ciroumataucea, but 
it had sow raoohed a ol«9», who a lew years 
ago.never draaml of emigratiog. Gapitaliiti 
were seeking new avenn: for the inveilment 
of their eapital. Tenant farmers wore waking 
up to the conviction tb. i it waa bettn to 
posaess futma of their own tban to till the 
farma of other proprietori=. Profe«iional men 
of all kinds weta aaaking newspbarBs forfjo 
V 'employmflnt of their tilenta. Skilled me- 

* ahaatoa atnbttiont of becoming naaEtare in- 
Staad of ranaining all tbeir lives work naen for 
other man, to say not'iios ol the great masaea 
of the labofiog population in England tj 
whom life was one continual, hopelem 
alruggia, were moving in ibo »amo direc- 
tion. It was Slid that Englaad was 
never more proaperoas than at the prea?ni 
tlota and f»l the atream of emigration w»s 
na'Ver so' grant and tba etream oontinucs 
widaDioi?, deepening, and runoing with great- 
er velocity than ever. A stranger viaiting tbo 
principal porta and sjma of the largo towns 
might tSiink efforta wero naade to depopulate 
the eouoiry. Agencies ol all kindaaod from 
many parts of tba earth ware at work pro- 
olaiming the advaotagea and aitraotiona of 
tbeir variona looilitiaa, and atriviog to tarn 
a partion of the great atreim into them. - 
fioial rapreaontitivea firpw. various Provlncea 
of Aaitrolia, New Zealand and Canada; Em- 
igratisn Oommiasioners fr:m raany of the 
Statea of America; Colonizition Agents and 
agents of Land Compaoiea in Virgioiu, Car> 
Olins, TenneBsee, and other Sontbern Stat;e; 
and above all the vatioua Railroad Compa- 
niea which are opening up tbe Central, VVes- 
tacQ, and Northwestern Stttas. Tbe press 
wai oootinaally pooriog forth tbODsaoda and 
faandreda cf tboasioda of publications, diffna- 
iog information respecting various fields for 
emigration, and every other meana which 
can be devised was being employed by tbose 
interested to mdaoe emigration. Of tbe to- 
tal emigration from Qieat Bntiina far great- 
er port&O was flowing into the United States 
than to all the Britiah Oolonies puttogetb- 
sr. To some extent fiis was owing to the 
greatar activity and eotarprisa ol the Ameri- 
cana. Several of the large Railroad Com- 
paniea had employed loctu. a and had es- 
tabliahed agencies through -t the kingdom 
to draw tbe living stream into tbe new Stitea 
and the reaalt was that tbe eonntriestbrougb 
wbioh tbeir roads pasa wore being settled np 
with nneiompled rapidity. Bi'iag oonneoled 
with one of Ibese ho would give them a lit- 
tle Insight Into the working ol their syalem, 
and it was no breach ol ooolidoucu aa they 
wiabed it to be everywhere known. Tbe 
BorliogtOJ It MisBOuri Kiver Railroad Com- 
paoy — a moat energetic and eoterpr's ng 
corporation — ware intareated especially \i 
peopling Ihe States of Iowa and NebraBka. 
Thay sent CommisBionets over to England, 
established ofiioBs in several ol tha lar^e 
(OWDS gave oommiisiona to hundreds of 
■hipping and emigiation agents, unnployed 
leotarers to deliver popular ieotuiea and to 
write aitiolw io tba Provinoial paperi, ia- 
saed an immense amonat of printed matter 
oonsistiog of placard*, circulars, pamphloip, 
etc., and made the must lavorablo arrange- 
ments with variona eteamship companies lor 
tha ooovoyanca of tbair pnasongers aerura iho 
Atlaotie. Tha result was that a vauL num- 
ber ol aettlers bad olready gone into thcae 
States, <^o'' a steady stream was setting iu, 
The lands were being rapidly taken np for 
farms and towns were epringinp; up as if by 
magic; A few weeks ago ho had himaell 
conducted a largo party of omigranta to Lla. 
coin the now capital ofNobraikn, and in lesj 
than tan days lUcy wero nil BuUled. The 
town 'of Lincoln wna but four yours old and 
had a populatlou of 3,000, with twelve 
oburchea, saverftl nowspftpera, a noblo uulver^ 
lity and several common echools, public 
bnlldhlgt, warehousea and atorea of ovciy 
kind. 'He bad visited another town just two 
years old which bad 2,000 Inhabitants. In 
another with 500, and the oldest houao had 
been built butjust six monlhe. The North 
Pacific Railway Company who are building a 
line from the aoulh-wealern extremity of Lake 
Superior to I'uget Sound had established si- 
milsr agencies in England und will doubtless 
eecnre similar reauUa, Amidst all this corn- 
pBtitiun for a portion of the moat vf.luable of 
Kngland'a exports— the export of luoii — huw 
waaitthat there was no voice trom British 
Columbia? The ignorance which prevailed 
in England roapeoling Vancouver lelaiid and 
British Columbia was most romakabl". Ho 
had often been mortified when speaking ol 
VaneoQver Island to find that evsa its locality 
waa unknown, and whsn anything waa known 
at all often tbe most IndiorlooB mUcoaceptions 
ware found reapectiog It. How was it that 
whilo the Ui ited Stales and many cif the 
JJritiah Oolonies were making eucli unexam-t 
nled progroas that IJritiah Columbia waa at 
each a Hiaad^atill, and that ao few pooplo 
find their woy to it ? It was said sometimos 
that tbe Province was too remote from Kng- 
land So are Australia and Now /.L'aland re- 

■ - mote' So are the Fiji lalnnda, and oven ihoy 
a-e being ooloniaiodi Waa it that th') ^^fo- 
vince had nothing to offer 7 — no lauu, no 
magaifiCBnt foreila of valuable limber, no 
cold mlnoa, no coal, no minorala of anykiod, no 
fisheries ? What could account for the opAthy 
that exiated hero while all othsr oountnas 
were so alive to the Importance of obtaining 
that which alone could give valoo to any 
MBBtr/-- a popalAtlon o( nvtire, Urlog men to 



develop its reaourcea 7 make It contribute ita 
abaro to tbe aggregate wealth of the world. 

Tbo Chairmaa Iben called on Mr Simoon 
Duck, M.P.P,, to move the firat reaolution. 

Mr. Duck, wiih a few introduc- 
tory remarks offered tbo following resolu* 
lion : — 

Ucaolvcd, Tliat tUia mcollnc la of opinion that tho 
vust mluoritl, timber, tlBboi f and agricultaral reiouioea 
of ttUi proriuce, aad tbe coiisciitient profitable opporta- 
iiiuos Tor itid luveslmoul ul uipUal, oiler tbs most tempt- 

i'lg induuemeutsto immi^ratluu. 

lie thought tho language waa not atrong 
enough. The word opiniou meant fe.itb and 
that was only tbe evidence of things not 
acen. Anything which attracted the rtflacd 
tion of tbe eye ceasad to be ouly a belief and 
became a reality. The hon mover alladed to 
aevoral who had coma to Britiah OolambU In 
early daya, who were now in a fair way to 
bocume millionaires. Hera the peor man 
could acqntre capital and failare was the ezv 
caption not tbe rale. 

Tbe reaolution was aecoaded by Ur. TTm, 
Dalby, in a few appropriate remaraa, adding that 
tho mover had takeu tho wind out of bis 
sails. 

Tho Chairman then called ou Mr Kobion to 
move the lid rusolutioa as follows: —

ornmcat ahonld l>o urged to use all dillganco by lotrodno 
Idk rcqulsllu luglflatluu aud in clrcolatliig roliablfl Infur.

In regard to nil thu r('<oiircc« of luii frovlnco, cilUnR 
Hlirclnl allontioii to Iho adrautajtca to capltaliula and 
iithum to lie ImniiMllatoly ohlalnod. and Iho promlgluK 
luturo in storo lor thin Provliioo, conioqnaiit upon Us 
early duvclopiueiil by rJidroada aud othor pn)il.« works. 

In muring the loaolutioo, air. Kobaon said 
tbe inoetiog bad beard from Mr. Abington 
ol tho groEs Igooranoo regarding tbia coan- 
try prevailing in England, and be read from 
a late Qombar of the Alia California allu- 
sioDS to British Oolnmbia as "the most in> 
boipitable, God-foraakon country in tbo 
world, where oven animala cannot live." If 
tho people of this Province would make no 
cfFort whatsver to diapel that ignorance and 
counteract these Ilea by diaaemiDaling tba 
truth roapooting Ibis rioh and magoiflaent 
oouDtry, while every ether now country waa 
Itcouly competing for population, they tiobly 
deserved lo anller all the oonsiqaeaces of 
such a eoarae. tiome siid, "Ob! wait for 
the Canadiao Railway Company. They will 
people the country," He admitted that tbe 
Railway would be the grand colonizer; but 
it would be neither wiao nor manly to wait 
with folded arma for that, Lei us at least 
make the truth abonl tbe ooantry known, and 
leave emigrants to make their own oboice. 

Mr- VV. K. Boll bad gtaat pleaiare in 
seconding tbe 2ad resolution with a tew re- 
marks, which we were nnabla to boar owieg 
t] a great ooiao in the room. 

Mr. A. U. Uray was then called on to 
movo tho third Uesolution, as follows: 

Ui-a.dv«(l, That a apcci it vole of Ihanki lia louderod to 
Mr AbliigUua lor tho vHhiable Inlormalmn imparted to 
tho uiuoliug, and that tbe Cbniimau lid reiiui'sted to ifend 
a copy ol tbcso roaolulion» to tho Hon. I'roTljlclal Eocro- 
tary. 

He said Mr Abington had bean of great 
assistance to the meeting, and he hoped that 
in hia travela hereafter when advocating emi- 
gration to Nabraaka or other placea, be would 
put in a word edgsways for British Oolnmbia.

zed wiLb a land grant of 20,000 aorcs a 
mile. By aa amoDdmon^' soggested by tbe 
Opposirion aad adopted by tbe Qov- 
veronaoQt, the subsidy to tha main 
lino will ba given oat frona timo to 
time in proportiou to tha progreta of the 
work and the ocst and difficulties of con- 
etruotioo. The amondaienia proposed by 
tha Oppositioa--all of which have bean 
votjd down by immenae majoritias — were 
diiGcttad eolely to limiting tha power of tbe 
Gnvornment io giving cot ooutraols, eto., 
without Ibo sanoiion ol Parliament.

On ibe let May Sip Francis Hincka de- 
livered hie budgtt speech which baa, do doubt 
loDg ere tbif, been republished ia the Bri- 
dih Oolainbia papers.
